SWEDEN RECONFIRMS\SUPPQRT FOR BALTIC EU INTEGRATION 

RIGA, Jul 14, BNS \ Sweden will support Latvia and the other two 
Baltic states in their id/to join the European Union, Swedish 
Foreign Minister Lena Hj -Wallen said Thursday at a press 
conference in Riga.

Latvian Foreign Minister Valdis Birkavs, who met with his 
visiting counterpart /during her\two-day trip to Riga, said he asked 
for Swedish backing fo an earliey ratification of the Euro Agreement. 
Sweden could al/so help Latvia attain that its EU membership 
talks take place simultaneously with talks on Malta and Cyprus, 
scheduled six months after an inteX¥governmental conference of 1996, 
said Birkavs.

Among other Swedish assistance plang, the foreign minister 
mentioned the participation of Swedish experts in legislation and 
harmonization of the legislative process in Latvia. 

Birkavs said he hoped that Sweden will join a conference on 
Latvia’s EU integration, planned for Sept. 14 and 15 in Riga. 

The foreign ministers also touched on several bilateral economic 
projects, like the preliminary project of a cellulose plant, new 
labor protection rules for forestry workers, computerization of 
Latvia’s labor market and medicine certification systems. 

Improved cooperation between the defense and interior ministries 
of both countries in combatting illegal migration and organized crime 
would promote the regional safety, the ministers agreed.
